DRIEST MONTW 


IN 38 YEftfe 


The month of September not only 


was the ninth consecutive month 
this year with a deficiency of rain- 
fall hut it was the driest September 
in the '.ast 38 years, the records of 
Dr. Henry Stewart, local official 
\veather observer, disclosed today. 
At the same time it was the hottest 
September since 1930. 


The rainfall last month was only 


.65 inches and wa^ scattered through 
four days. No measurable rain has 
fallen here since September 10. just 
three weeks ago. and the last big 
ram Gettysburg had was on August 
19 when 1.78 inches was measured 
in one 24-hour period. 


Only 4 Drier Months 


Last month not only was the driest 


September in 38 years but it came 
close to being the driest month 
of any in that 38-year period. Only 
four months over that period of 
nearly four decades had less rainfall 
than September of this year. Their 
records follow: October of 1924, .10 
inches; November of 1917 and Oc- 
tober of 1930. .38 inches each, and 
October of 1920. .55 inches.

month was the driest of any this 
year. 


The rainfall shortage of 352 inches 


raised the 1941 shortage to date to j

FDR To Ask Armed Merchantmen; Use Of Canadian Ports 


SHAPES REQUEST 
TO AVOID LONG 
CONGRESS TOP 


Washington, Oct. 1 (AP)—Indica- 


tions increased today that President 
Roosevelt may seek to minimize 
threatened congressional controversy 
over his foreign policy program by 
requesting only piece-meel revision 
of the neutrality act at this time. 


Reliable sources s?,id the president 


probably would ask only authority 
to arm American merchant ships 
and to send them to Canadian ports 
from which the law now bans them. 


Several congressional leaders have 


advocated outright appeal of the act 
or—as suggested by Chairman Con- 
nally (D-Tex.) of the Senate For- 
eign Relations committee—modifi- 
cations which would permit not only 
the arming of the ships but their 
entry into European 
belligerent 


ports to deliver war supplies. 


Foresees Lengthy Debate 


The latter proposal might be ex- 


pected to provoke lengthy, bitter de- 
bate and one administration sena- 
tor, who asked that he not be quot- 
ed by name, said he had advised 
against it. He felt, he said, that a 
rising tide of support for the steps 
the President had taken thus far 
to aid nations fighting Hitler might 
be retarded by a full dress contro- 
versy in Congress. 


There were indications that Sen- 


ate opposition to the arming of 
American merchantmen would be 
much less formidable, so long as 
that proposal was not linked with 
a plan to send the ships into em- 
battled European ports. 


In the House democratic leaders 


were reported convinced that there 
would be an overwhelming majority 
for arming merchant ships, and 
further that complete repeal of the 
neutrality act could be obtained, if 
desired. 


The proposal for arming the ships 


drew the unexpected endorsement 
today of Rep. Fish (R-N.Y.), usually 
an opponent of President Roosevelt's 
foieign policy. 


"Defense Measnre" 


"1 see no objection to arming our 


ships so that they can protect them- 
selves," Fish said. "I regard that 
as a defensive measure. Neither am 
I opposed to convoying supplies as 
far as Iceland." 


Leaders said, meanwhile, that the 


President's 
recommendations 
to 


Congress for changes in the law 
probably would be delayed until next 
week. Mr. Roosevelt told his press 
conference yesterday that no de- 
cision yet had been made and the 
White House later cancelled a meet- 
ing with legislative lieutenants 
which had been scheduled for today. 


However, Senator Connolly, and 


possibly others, were to see the 
President Friday morning to discuss 
the matter. 


Glass Firm Notes 


Lack Of Materials 


Pittsburgh, Oct. 1 (AP)—The na- 


tional defense program is having 
an increasing effect on the Pitts- 
burgh Plate Glass Company be- 
cause of the "growing scarcity" of 
certain raw materials and "rapidly 
rising" taxes. President R. L. Clause 
told stockholders. 


Clause said in a letter: 
"In the paint division, in par- 


ticular, there are signs of serious 
shortages in certain raw materials 
such as metallic compounds, solv- 
ents, driers and resins. A continued 
lack of these materials might make 
it difficult to maintain capacity 
operations during the next few 
months."

Several people in Gettysburg have 


written to me since my admittance 
to the Base hospital requesting that 
I explain the daily routine that oc- 
curs in an Army hospital and the 
comparison it has with a civilian 
hospital. I shall endeavor to do so 
but personally I've only been here 
six days and I haven't learned every- 
thing about the hospital and its 
manner of conducting things. How- 
ever, I shall do my best. 


A soldier is admitted to the base 


hospital here following a thorough 
examination by the regimental doc- 
tors. The first step upon entering the 
admittance room is a second exam- 
ination by the hospital doctors 
where each case is diagnosed as 
closely as possible. The patient is 
then taken to a designated ward 
where he remains until he receives 
a third examination pending the 
seriousness of his particular illness.

EIGHT HOTELS 
IN PITTSBURGH 


Pittsburgh. Oct. 1 (AP>—Pitts- 


burgh's eight largest hotels crowded 
with more than 3,500 guests were 
virtually closed today by a strike of 
2,400 AFL service workers demand- 
ing 15 to 20 per cent increases in 


pay. 


Promptly at midnight pickets ap- 


peared o.t the doors of the hotels. 
Cooks, waiters, elevator operators, 
bellboys and bartenders quit their 
posts. Guests scrambled for other 
quarters. There was no disorder al- 
though more than 50 police were 
rushed to the downtown area as a j 
precautionary measure. 


Some Guests Stay 


The hotels made no effort to 


operate, turning away those asking | 
for rooms. Some permanent guests 
made arrangements to take care of 
their own service and remained in 
their 
quarters, 
inconvenienced 


mainly by lack of elevator service. 


The hofcels involved were the 17- 


story. 1,600-room Statler operated 
William Penn. the Fort Pitt, Pitts- 
burgh'er, Keystone, Roosevelt. Web- 
ster Hall. Henry and Schenely. 


Charles A. Paulsen, international 


representative of the AFL-Hotel and 
Restaurant Employes International 
'Alliance which called the strike, said 
wages of the workers ranged through 
1.300 classifications from $20 month- 
ly for bellhops to S180 for chefs, 
cooks and bartenders. 


Paulsen said the men had voted 


"better than 10 to 1" in favor of a 
strike at the midnight expiration 
of the existing wage contract unless 
their demands were met. 


Hug-e Wage Boost 


The workers originally asked for 


a wage boost which would have 
amounted to $356,000, the hotelmen 
estimated. The operators countered 
with an offer of a raise to cost them 
$151,000, it was said. Later the union 
dropped its demands to S263.000 and 
the hotels boosted theirs to $166,000. 
There they were deadlocked.

NEW TAXES ARE 
LEGAL TODAY 


Washington, Oct. 1 (AP)—The 


heaviest taxes in American history 
—double those ol the World war 
era—took their first bJg handful of 
cash from the public's pocketbook 
today, and it was only the begin- 
ning. 


The new excise levies which be- 


came effective at midnight gave 
consumers their Initial—if incom- 
plete—idea of what the recently 
passed defense revenue tax bill is 
going to mean in dollars and cents. 


Although the treasury department 


is counting on the excise taxes for 
the pretty penny of $3,000,000 a day, 
they represent only a small part of 
the whole revenue program which is 


to raJ'e aooul $ la ,000,000,- 


000 a year. 


Yet to come Is the day of reckon- 


ing on the new Income and excess 
profits taxes, already In effect and 
applying to 1941 returns. 
These 


levies are of the delayed-action va- 
riety, with the pay-off to Uncle Sam 
deferred until next March 15. 


The new order of taxes contrasted 


with the supposedly burdensome 
levies of the World war era, which 
yielded only $6,694,000,000 in their 
banner year. However, the nation 
now has about thirty million more 
inhabitants to share the burden.

URING the past quarter-century readers of The Get­ 
tysburg Times have been informed of many improve­ 
ments in the Gettysburg public school system. Among 
these improvements w’ere curriculum changes, better prep­ 
aration of teachers, replacement of out-moded furniture and 
equipment, and construction of new buildings. 


In Gettysburg, as throughout the nation, the thing most 
lagging is the building program. 
This is naturally to be 
expected because buildings are built substantially, last a 
long time, and are expensive to replace. 


Gettysburg should have two new’ school plants: one to 
house children from the pre-school age through grade six. 
and another to house pupils in grades seven, eight, and 
nine, the latter affording a junior high school program which 
is the most urgent need at this time. 


Of course, Gettysburg cannot be thought of as being- 
limited to those people living within the narrow' confines of 
that imaginary line surrounding the borough and called 
the borough limits. 
Gettysburg, as well as any other town, 
is a community, the boundaries of which extend in various 
directions and include the people living within a considerable 
radius, people who trade in the community, people who 
attend churches, theaters, and places of amusement in the 
community, and people whose natural and larger interests 


center in the community. 
Thus Gettysburg consists of a 
much larger area and a much larger population than one 
is accustomed to think of. 


This larger community is the basis on which recent state 
legislation has been enacted vitally affecting school ad­ 
ministration. 
As the state plan develops and as additional 
legislation is passed to support that plan, larger school 
units will result because experience proves that the larger 
school units can better meet tho needs of the various pupils 
and at the same time can be run more economically than 
the smaller units. 


To encourage the larger school units, the state contributes 
generously through increased appropriation to districts 
without secondary school facilities for transportation of 
pupils and for tuition costs. 
Thus far the development of 
the larger unit has been hampered only by the failure of 
the state to assist with the building costs. 
In due time it 
seems obvious that the state or federal government will have 
to assist the districts which are expected to provide the 
school plants. 


According to the state plan, Gettysburg should have 
available for use now a junior high school building housing 
grades seven, eight, and nine of sufficient size to accommo­ 
date at least 750 pupils in order to take care of the pupils in 
this proposed school area. The senior high school enrolment 


numbering some 650 pupils could be cared for in the present 
high school building. 
Enrolments of this size would afford 
the pupils of the new Gettysburg area a curriculum con­ 
siderably broadened by the introduction of many phases of 
vocational work. 
The present emergency has brought it 
most forcefully to our attention that the schools have not 
been training for the various trades as they should. 
The state maintains that it is to the interest of the local 
district to provide school plants for outlying districts, 
although such districts do not contribute to the costs 
involved in a building program. 
This view is based upon 
the belief that the business interests of the district pro­ 
viding the buildings increase the trade area, and profit from 
this source. 
No doubt there is much truth in this proposi­ 
tion. 
Nevertheless, there is some reluctancy on the part 
of certain interests to undertake these increased building 
costs. 
From an educational viewpoint a great part of such 
additional costs could be justified by the increased benefits 
accruing to the boys and girls of the local district as w’cll 
as to those other boys and girls who will soon be the citizens 
of this larger community. 
A business man voluntarily goes 
into debt in order to make money. 
Perhaps it would be a 
good investment for the people of Gettysburg to provide a 
junior high school building.

Qettysburg Public Schools 
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URING the past quarter-century readers of The Get- 
tysburg Times have been informed of many improve- 
ments in the Gettysburg public school system. Among 


these improvements were curriculum changes, better prep- 
aration of teachers, replacement of out-moded furniture and 
equipment, and construction of new buildings. 


In Gettysburg, as throughout the nation, the thing most 


lagging is the building program. This is naturally to be 
expected because buildings are built substantially, last a 
Jong time, and are expensive to replace. 


Gettysburg should have two new school plants: one to 


house children from the pre-school age through grade six, 
and another to house pupils in grades seven, eight and 
nine, the latter affording a junior high school program which 
is the most urgent need at this time. 


Of course, Gettysburg cannot be thought of as being 


limited to those people living within the narrow confines of 
that imaginary line surrounding the borough and called 
the borough limits. Gettysburg, as well as any other town, 
is a community, the boundaries of which extend in various 
directions and include the people living within a considerable 
radius, people who trade in the community, people who 
attend churches, theaters, and places of amusement in the 
community, and peopte whose natural and larger interests

center in the community. 
Thus Gettysburg consists of a 


much larger area and a much larger population than one 
is accustomed to think of. 


This larger community is the basis on which recent state 


legislation has been enacted vitally affecting school ad- 
ministration. 
As the state plan develops and as additional 


legislation is passed to support that plan, larger .school 
units will result because experience proves that the larger 
school units can better meet the needs of the various pupils 
and at the same time can be run more economically than 
the smaller units. 


To encourage the larger school units, the state contributes 


generously through increased appropriation to districts 
without secondary school facilities for transportation of 
pupils and for tuition costs. Thus far the development of 
the larger unit has been hampered only by the failure of 
the state to assist with the building costs. In due time it 
seems obvious that the state or federal government will have 
to assist the districts which are expected to provide the 
school plants. 


According to the state plan, Gettysburg should have 


available for use now a junior high school building housing 
grades seven, eight, and nine of sufficient size to accommo- 
date at least 750 pupils in order to take care of the pupils in 
this proposed school area. The senior high school enrolment 


numbering some 650 pupils could be cared for in the present 
high school building. Enrolments of this size would afford 
the pupils of the new Gettysburg area a curriculum con- 
siderably broadened by the introduction of many phases of 
vocational work. The present emergency has brought it 
most forcefully to our attention that the schools have not 
been training for the various trades as they should. 


The state maintains that it is to the interest of the local 


district to provide school plants for outlying districts, 
although such districts do not contribute to the costs 
involved in a building program. This view is based upon 
the belief that the business interests of the district pro- 
viding the buildings increase the trade area, and profit from 
this source. No doubt there is much truth in this proposi- 
tion. Nevertheless, there is some reluctancy on the part 
of certain interests to undertake these increased building 
co>ts. From an educational viewpoint a gr^at part of such 
additional costs could be justified by the increased benefits 
accruing to the boys and girls of the local district as well 
as to those other boys and girls who will soon be the citizens 
of this larger community. A business man voluntarily goes 
into debt in order to make money. Perhaps it would be a 
good investment for the people of Gettysburg to provide a 
mnior hig'i school building.

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$135,000 Seminary Chapel Will Be 


Dedicated In November; To Seat 550 


The new 1135.000 chapel of the 


Gettysburg Lutheran 
Theolo&ical 


Seminary—being erected "to the 
glory of Ood and toward a better 
Seminary"—Is expected to be ready 
for dedication in early November. 
Dr. Abdel Ross Wentz said today 
as he inaugurated his second year 
as president of the Seminary. 


The simplicity and dignity of the 


imposing structure are its most 
striking attributes from the massive 
proportions of its colonial architec- 
ture to the tip of the golden cross 
that tops the glistening spire. 132 
feet above the campus. 


On August 1 of last year ground 


was broken for the new building 
and on September 25 of last year, 
Doctor Wentz on the day of his 
inauguration as seminary president 
laid the cornerstone for the chepel 
designed to be "worthy of the semi- 
nary, its alumni and constituency 
arid to furnish a. real inspiration and 
worthy pattern for coming genera- 
tions of Lutheran ministers." 


At first it was hoped the dedica- 


tion might coincide with the opening 
of the 1941 fall term but it soon 
became apparent that date would 
not find the building finished and 
then October was tentatively set for 
the dedicatory oeremonies.. Now 
early November probably will be 
chosen for the dedication. 


Painters and carpenters are at 


work on the already stately interior 
in which the same simple yet dig- 
nified lines have been followed that 
mark the brick exterior. Interior 
painting will be finished in white 
cream or buff with a light blue- 
tinted ceiling. 


The spire of the chapel is unusual 


in that its surface is of white porce- 
lain. 
The tip of the eight-foot 


cross stands 132 feet five inches 
above the walk that- 4eads- to-the- 
ample entrance on the front portico 
facing west. Indiana limestone was 
used for the four huge colonial col- 
umns on the western facade. The 
exterior trim is of the same ma- 
terial.. 


The chapel will seat about 550 


persons. It measures about 145 feet 
in length from east to west and 
about 52 feet In width from north 
to south 
There is a small chapel, 


seating about 40, to the right of 
the main altar in the east end of 
the building. The sacristy will be 
on the left and the choir room will 
be on the lower floor under the 
sacristy. 


One of the distinctive features 


oL the chapel will be the altar and 
reredos, or wall space back, of and 
above the altar. This wfll be placed 
in honor of Dr. Leander M, Zim- 
merman. His former congregation 
Christ Lutheran in Baltimore, re- 
cently observed his eightieth birth- 
day by donating a handsome fund 
for tiie purpose of the chapel altar. 


The altar is being supervised by 


Philip Hubert Frohman of the Na- 
tional Cathedral in Washington, D. 
C. The painting of the Ascension 
scene for the reredos is being done 
by Baron Jon de Rosen, also of 
Washington. 


Most of the eight large, arched 


colonial windows in the chapel will 
be placed as memorials to past pro- 
fessors of the seminary while the 
more numerous smaller windows also 
are being placed as memorials. Each 
of the windows will portray inter- 
related 
historical 
or scriptural 


scenes. The unique series of themes 
in the art windows have been de- 
signed and are being completed by 
the firm of Rambusch and Com-1 
pany of New York.

HORTLY before 2:30 o'clock on the afternoon of Sat­ 
urday, October 18, 1941, tho rear basement door of 
the Eddie Plank Memorial gymnasium of Gettysburg 
Pol lege will open and out will trot Home thirty odd grid­ 
iron warriors . . . the Orange and Blue Bullets of (J-burg. 
Nattily uniformed in spick and span new orange and 
blue outfits, cravenette pants and knitted jerseys, new 
cleated shoes and helmets glistening, perhaps, in the sun­ 
light, they will comprise the 1941 football squad of Get­ 
tysburg Gol loge. 
Keyed to a high pitch they will be eager for the fray 
with the Green Terrors of Western Maryland . . . the kick­ 
off game of the much-delayed 1911 pigskin campaign. 
In the wake of this squad, undoubtedly the last man 
to leave the gymnasium, will be the stocky, five foot nine 
and one-half inch, one hundred seventy-one pound mentor 
of the Bullets . . . Henry T. Bream. 
Very likely he will be chewing and puffing on a cigar; 
hatless and topcoat-less if the weather is clear. 
His suit 
will be neatly pressed, in any event, and he will appear 
and look more like a young business man than the head 
coach of a college football team. 
He will not be wearing 
a battered, old fedora, knotted shoe-lace or soiled rain­ 
coat, as is the custom of many a football coach. 
“Hen” 
Bream scoffs at this superstitious stuff. 
His face will be serious. 
He will be oblivious to the 
cheers and plaudits of the fans for his young stalwarts or 
the martial or collegiate tune which the College band will 
strike up. 
The palms of his hands will be sweated from 
nervous prespiration and if his word was final he would be 
wearing moleskins instead of “civvies” and he would be 
cavorting over the turf in anticipation of the ow ning 
whistle.

O Coach Henry T. Bream, this particular game and 
each succeeding one of the season will be as all 
others during the previous fourteen years have been, 
ail important. 
Some of his intimate friends call him “ Red” because 
of his supposedly red hair. 
Frankly, there's about as 
much red in Hen Bream's hair as there is fuzz on a billiard 
ball. 
The sobriquet “Red” came, perhaps, from his once 
fiery-temper, when in his early years he was about as 
tame a.^ an unharnessed and unsaddled broncho. Today, 
this once unbridled manifestation of energy and enthu­ 
siasm is well under control and he wears the mantel of a 
college football mentor with dignity and decorum . . . 
he wears it in such a manner that in his sixteen years 
(one as freshman football coach) affiliation at Gettysburg 
College it has always reflected to the credit of the splendid 
institution he represents. 
And so on this particular Saturday afternoon that we 
speak of. Coach Henry T. Bream will trudge across Mem­ 
orial Field to his place on the Bullet bench . . . opposite 
the fifty-yard line. He will watch his first team selection 
for the day’s game, kick, pass, run and otherwise limber 
up for the first clash of the season. 
Then, when the officials call the two captains together 
for the toss of the coin to determine the choice of goals 
and the opening offensive and defensive teams “ Hen” 
Bream will walk out to his team; they will huddle on bent 
knees and clasp hands; then the young mentor will send 
his proteges into action with these words: "Go get 'em!”

V 'R the next hour and a half or so Coach Bream will 


I 
fret and worry. 
He will twist and squirm all ovey 
the Bullet bench. 
He will puff and chew on his cigar; 
light and relight it. 
He will jump off the bench and dash 
to the sidelines if one of his “boys” appears to be hurt. 
His eyes will be glued on the field, on every play, on every 
player. He will play that game, regardless of its progress, 
for or against the Bullets, over and over again. 
He will 
be playing that game harder than any warrior on the field. 
He just can’t help himself. 
He’s built that way. He loves 
the game, always has, and always will and he’d much 
rather be “lugging the mail" than shining the seat of his 
trousers on the bench. 
“Hen” Bream is a man’s man. 
From his grade school 
days through his collegiate years he was a leader among 
his associates. 
He played every sport except croquet . . . 
that game didn’t afford enough bodily contact and “zoom” 
for the stockly little fellow. 
He played every sport for 
everything that was in it and with everything that he had. 
Baseball, football, basketball were like choice sweets to 
him. 
At Gettysburg high school he pounded the turf, kicked 
the pigskin, cavorted on the diamond and burned up the 
boards on the basketball courts for several years and he 
didn’t weigh 130 pounds. He was a terror to the opposition. 
At Gettysburg College he played the three major sports 
for four years (they didn’t have the freshman rule in those 
days). He earned the title of “hard luck” during his ath­ 
letic career. T is said he broke more bones than there are 
apples in a bushel. 
He broke an arm during the basketball season; a leg 
while playing football; fingers playing baseball. 
Despite 
these tough “breaks” he Captained his college football 
eleven one season and the basketball squad for two seasons. 
During another cage season he had diphtheria. However, 
these handicaps failed to deter the sturdy, hard-running, 
plunging, kicking dare-devil of the sports fields. 
He was 
game to the core, as he still is, and he had to get soaking 
wet to tip the scales at one hundred and forty pounds.

planned and studied all summer and he was tearing at 
the leash to get started. 
Then fate struck a severe blow 
On the very eve of the opening training .-es ion Mi 
Bream, like her husband, a graduate of Gettysburg Col 
loge. was stricken. 
Typhoid fever had struck and struck 
hard. 
Her condition became serious almost overnight 
Then it gecame critical and little hope was held for her 
recovery. 
Torn between fears for his wife's life and hopes for his 
first football season in the “big tim e” the young Bullet 
mentor fought doggedly for two goals. His time was (Ii 
vided between his wife’s bedside and the football field. 
The morning, early afternoon and evening hours were 
spent with Mrs. Bream. 
In between time he spent with 
his footballers. 
He was a worried, tired and discouraged 
man but he tough* on. 
His stout-hearted determination 
to carry on and his will to win, despite the odds, evidently 
were contagious. 
Mrs. Bream rallied and eventually term* red Medic ii 
science and friends wonder how such a frail laxly could 
fight off such a severe affliction. 
On the other hand the youngsters who wert? wearing 
the Orange and Blue that year were either inspired bv 
the vigor and enthusiasm of their young mentor or played 
“over their heads” for the sake of their coach

oi 300, the Gettysburg College Re- 
serve Officers' Training Corps begins 
its twenty-fourth year this week 
under the command of Lieutenant 
Colonel E. G. Arnold. 


The size of the college student 


battalion exceeds even that of last 
year when a new record was set aa 
85 per cent of the freshmen elected 
military training as an important 
part of their curriculum

figures on the battalion enrollment 
are not yet available but the per- 
centage of freshmen taking Army 
training is expected to be approxi- 
mately the same. 


There will be 27 seniors and 28 


juniors in the corps while estimates 
of the lower class enrollments are 
placed at 110 sophomores and 135 j 
freshmen taking the basic two-year 
course 


The staff of the department of 


military science and tactics at the 
college assigns two reasons for the 
record military enrollment at the 
college this year. 1) the increas- 
ing male enrollment at the college, 
and 2) the increasing interest in 
military affairs and national defense 
induced by the international situa- 
tion 


Two-Fold Purpose 


In the 24 years of military tram-

1,500 to 2,000 young men have re- 
ceived instruction in the science of 
warfare while a sizable proportion 
of that number went on to the ad- 
vance course and commissions in the 
United States Army.
